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SUBJECT: DPRK DIPLOMATIC PR EFFORT FOLLOWS PYONGYANG 
CHIEF OF MISSIONS CONFERENCE

1 . ACCORDING TO MOFA, AT LEAST 25 DPRK AMBASSADORS FROM THE 33 
COUNTRIES WHICH HAVE REPRESENTATION FROM BOTH THE ROK AND DPRK 
ATTENDED A CONFERENCE IN PYONGYANG IN LATE JANUARY AND 

EARLY FEBRUARY. MANY OF THESE AMBASSADORS HAVE NOT YET RETURNED 
TO THEIR POSTS. 

2. THE AMBASSADORIAL CONFERENCE COINCIDED WITH A PERIOD IN 
WHICH KIM IL-SONG WAS ABSENT FROM PUBLIC VIEW MORE THAN 
USUAL. ACCORDING TO MOFA KIM MADE FOUR APPEARANCES IN 
FEBRUARY AND HAS MADE FIVE OR SIX IN MARCH THUS FAR. 

3. IN THE LAST FEW DAYS THE DPRK HAS ALSO APPARENTLY LAUNCHED 
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PORTRAY THE U.S. AND THE ROK AS THREATS TO THE PEACE OF 
THE KOREAN PENINSULA. PUBLIC STATEMENTS CONNECTED WITH THIS 
APPARENT EFFORT SPECIFICALLY DENOUNCE DEPLOYMENT OF US 
F- Ill'S AND THE INCREASE OF U.S. FORCES IN THE ROK BY 
4,000 MEN. TO THIS DEGREE THE STATEMENTS ARE CONSISTENT 
WITH AN APPARENT DPRK EFFORT OVER THE PAST YEAR TO ADD 
CREDIBILITY TO THEIR PUBLIC DENUNCIATIONS OF THE U.S. AND 
ROK BY BASINGSTHEIR STATEMENTS ON DEMONSTRABLE FACTS, 

WHILE DISTORTING THE ANALYSIS AND CONCLUSIONS SUFFICIENTLY 
TO CONVEY THE IMPRESSION THAT THE U.S. AND ROK ARE 
ATTEMPTING TO HEIGHTEN TENSION ON THE PENINSULA IN ORDER 
TO THREATEN THE PEACE. 

COMMENT: ALTHOUGH EVIDENCE IS IN SHORT SUPPLY, THE JUXTAPOSITION 
OF THE AMBASSADORIAL CONFERENCE WITH THE RECENT DPRK PRESS 
CONFERENCES MARCH 4 AND 5 AT THE UN AND THE KCNA BROADCAST 
APPEAL MARCH 6 TO QTE THE PARLIAMENTS AND GOVERNMENTS OF ALL 
THE WORLD TO EXERT ACTIVE EFFORTS TO COMPEL THE U.S. TO 
DISSOLVE THE UN COMMAND AND WITHDRAW ITS TROOPS FROM SOUTH KOREA 
IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE UN RESOLUTION UNQTE, SUPPORTS THE 
CONCLUSION THAT THE NORTH KOREANS HAVE COMPLETED INITIAL 
PLANNING FOR A DIPLOMATIC EFFORT TO GAIN WORLD SUPPORT FOR 
THEIR POSITION. IT WOULD APPEAR THEY ARE NOW BEGINNING THEIR 
1976 CAMPAIGN TO TRANSLATE SUPPORT INTO VOTES AT THE NON ALIGNED 
CONFERENCE IN COLOMBO AND AT THE 31ST UNGA. END COMMENT. 

ACTION REQUESTED: ROKS OBVIOUSLY MOST INTERESTED IN ANY INFO 
WE MAY HAVE ON THIS SUBJECT AND WE BELIEVE IT WORTHWHILE TO 
KEEP UP THE DIALOGUE. WOULD GREATLY APPRECIATE ANY ADDITIONAL 
COMMENT OR ANALYSIS DEPARTMENT MAY HAVE REGARDING DPRK 
APPARENT CAMPAIGN FOR DISCUSSION WITH IGXS. 
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
